LAST WEEK'S forest fires did 
not get dangerously close to us 
but they kept our own Forest 
Service crews working around 
the clock as no man would 
work for mere pay. Like sol¬ 
diers in battle, they kept up 
back-breaking toil >and heart¬ 
breaking effort with only half 
enough sleep—and under the 
new Forest Service setup they 
will get very little pay for it. 

Then came another blow. For 
years it has been the wise plan 
of the Forest Service setup to 
keep fire-suppression and other 
crews busy between fires in 
work which would make it 
easier to combat the next big 
fire. When fire breaks out you 
have no time to organize crews, 
largely made up of untrained 
men. 

This year it was planned to 
build and improve barracks in 
the mountains just back of us 
and that work had been started 
before last week’s disastrous 
fires. But then in came a dele¬ 
gation announcing that under a 
new law Civil Service employes 
cannot be employed on any 
building costing more than 
$5000. 

All such structures, it was 
said, must be built by con¬ 
tractors not on the Federal pay¬ 
roll. This may be fine for con¬ 
tractors and those they employ, 
but not so good for the Forest 
Service. It is already hampered 
by inadequate appropriations 
and may have to drop some 
employes before it is safe to do 
so. Our last great fire in this 
area, remember, came after 
Christmas.

Our committee, the Sierra 
Madre Smog Solution Society, 
has decided to take drastic ac¬ 
tion about the Smog Menace. 

Our first step will be to bore 
a hole through the mountains 
so the smog will have a way 
to escape our beautiful valleys. 

At first glance this may seem 
like an impossible undertaking. 
However, it is not as difficult 
as it sounds.

THOSE OF YOU who are finding your diehondra lawns dis¬ 
appearing need not look any further. It is a big caterpillar with 
many feet. 

They come in many colors—brown, black and black with 
yellow stripes. They are known as “cutworms.” 

If disturbed when at work it 
curls up and “plays possum,” 
which is a good time to dispose 
of it. This little fellow usually 
shows up in August, September 
and October. Then it turns into 
a moth and goes inside for the 
winter. They cut the diehondra 
(and many other plants) off at 
the ground level and dine on 
the new leaves of the plant. 

An easy control or insecti¬ 
cide that is on the market is 
“dieldrin,” either granular or 
liquid. I prefer the granular 
because it is easy to apply. 

Lantrol (a product of Antrol) 
or Black Leaf 5 per cent Diel¬ 
drin is available at both nur¬ 
series. Apply this on a dry 
lawn according to directions, 
and water it well afterwards. 

If any signs of cutworms re¬ 
main, after two week's, another 
application is necessary.

of copper to fight fungus, sul¬ 
phur to sweeten it, plus 4 per 
cent nitrogen and 4 per cent 
phosphorus. 

January—Camellia food at 
the rate of five pounds per 100 
square feet (on diehondra 
only). This sounds strange, 
putting camellia food on a 
■lawn, but let me tell you why. 
Diehondra does not grow much 
in the winter no matter what it 
is fed, so we build up the soil. 
Camellia food, with its high 
content of phosphoric acid, 
builds up the acid content that 
organic fertilizers do not have. 
This will retard organic loving 
grasses and weeds that have 
rooted themselves in your di- 
chondra. You will not see such 
a quick green look as when you 
put other organic fertilizers on 
it, but it is the soil that is fed, 

or built up. 

April—Gro-Rite or Gro-Mas- 
ter at the rate of five pounds 
per 100 square feet. This fer¬ 
tilizer is a well balanced food 
and will give you a quick green 
and long lasting lawn, because 
of the feeding you gave it in 
January. 

July—“Castorbean Meal” at 
five pounds per 100 square feet. 
This serves two purposes. It 
feeds and it kills lawn moths 
and cutworms.. But a warning 
to those who use it. Handle it 
as a poison, because castor- 
bean is poison. It will not hurt 
pets or children after it is 
watered in.

On Nov. 8 11 officers of Trinity Presbyterian Church jour¬ 
neyed with the pastor and his wife to Point Loma in San Diego 
for the bi-monthly meeting of Presbytery. It was a memorable 
occasion, for (lie church, by action of the Presbytery, went out 
from under tire care of the Church Extension Board, and became 

a mature church. 

Trinity was started by the 
Presbytery as a mission church 
in 1948, where it met in the 
Masonic Temple in Sierra Ma- 
dre. In May of 1951 it moved 
to the Woman’s Clubhouse in 
Sierra Madre. 

This action of Presbytery is 
a great milestone in the his¬ 
tory of the church, and was a 
thrilling experience for the 
congregation.

He received 
a tremendous ovation, as his 
infectious enthusiasm was 
transmitted to the assembled 
members of Presbytery. 

At a special meeting of the 
Session and Trustees held Nov. 
9, the officers voted to go for¬ 
ward with plans for the new 
Christian Education building. 
The plan is to erect a building 
of almost 10,000 square feet in 
area and it will be started next 
spring. 

With Trinity’s Church School 
in such large enrollment the 
need for additional space is ur¬ 
gent. Trinity expresses its sin¬ 
cere appreciation to the com¬ 
munity for all its enthusiastic 
support of this building pro¬ 
gram. 

If concerned individuals had 
not responded so well tiie 
building program would have 
had to be postponed indefi¬ 
nitely. There will, of course, be 
urgent need for furnishings 
also, and any interested per¬ 
sons are invited to help by 
sending their contributions to 
the church office, 3740 Sierra 
Madre Bivd., Pasadena 8, Calif. 


A request for three new' 
classrooms at Eugene Field ele¬ 
mentary school has been made 
to school authorities by Mrs. 
Bess deGamboa, principal, and 
a PTA committee of parents. 

After completing a survey in 
the Field area, which showed 
that the number of children in 
attendance will steadily in¬ 
crease, the committee made its 
request to John Glazier, in 
charge of the school building 
program, and Dr. Roland Walk¬ 
er, finance assistant to the su¬ 
perintendent. 

The delegation, in addition 
to Mrs. deGamboa, included 
Mrs. John Brearley, Mrs. Rus¬ 
sell Pooler, Mrs. Joe Phillipson, 
Mrs. John Kane and Mrs. Dra¬ 
per Jennings. 

Among figures shown to the 
authorities were the fact that 
125 new pupils were expected 
to enter kindergarten this fall, 
wdiereas 130 actually entered. 
One kindergarten teacher meets 
her classes in a room off the 
cafetorium. In 1959, the sur¬ 
vey shows, 159 will be starting 
school, but the committee 
pointed out that at least five 
extra also should be counted 
on. 

The committee asked for one 
new kindergarten and turn other 
classrooms as needed at pres¬ 
ent. 


Pasadena's sales tax will go up to one per cent in January, 
and in March its citizens will be asked to approve an $11,000,000 
bond issue for city improvement to be repaid out of the increased 
tax revenue for the next 15 years. According to city directors, the 
$11,000,000 would create a new golden era in Pasadena, providing 

street, parking, and traffic im¬ 
provements, as well as sports 
and cultural projects. 

Hastings Ranch specifically 
was mentioned in the expendi¬ 
tures, in that the proposed 
Hastings branch library would 
be completed and a new Hast¬ 
ings area fire station built. 

A new 50-meter Olympic- 
style swimming pool in East 
Pasadena is on the Parks De¬ 
partment schedule, as well as 
improvements in Brenner, 
Brookside, Eaton-Blanche, Ham¬ 
ilton, Lower Arroyo, Oak Grove 
and Victory Park, including an 
“adult recreation center in 
Victory Park or elsewhere.” 

A street program to cost more 
than $6,500,000 w'ould provide 
a new east-west street pattern, 
more storm drains and off- 
street parking in the central, 
Lake-Washington and East 
Pasadena areas. 

Appearing before the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. City Mana¬ 
ger Don McMillan described 
the proposed bond issue as a 
“painless” way to achieve the 
improvements. The additional 
sales tax revenue will gross 
nearly $2,000,000 annually. 

He said it would enable an 
immediate start on projects 
that might otherwise take 20 
years to complete, and added 
that if the bond election is 
favorable projects will be un¬ 
derway in June. 

The priority street project will 
be the widening and cutting 
through of Del Mar from Aroyo 
Parkway to Hill. 

Also Union will be cut 
through to Hill, and Cordova 
and San Pasqual will be cut 
through to Aroyo Parkway. 

Modernization of sections of 
Alpine, Blanche, Walnut, Wash¬ 
ington, Lake, Orange Grove, 
Sierra Madre Villa and Oak 
Knoll Circle also are planned. 

Another $1,000,000 will be 
spent for storm drain laterals 
to tie into those already plan¬ 
ned by County Flood Control. 

Downtown sewers and street 
lighting w’ill be modernized. In 
addition to the Hastings fire 
station, the Linda Vista station 
will be doubled in size and five 
new pumpers purchased. 

Miscellaneous Rose Bowl im¬ 
provements are planned, in¬ 
cluding paved parking, and the 
Eaton Canyon police pistol 
range will be developed as a 
Civil Defense training ground. 

Along with the local library 
improvements, the bond issue 
also will provide monies for the 
San Rafael and Linda Vista 
branches, make improvements 
throughout the system and pro¬ 
vide a special room at the 
main library for the Historical 
Society. 

The bond issue will be based 
on a 15-year amortization, with 
interest to be paid out of the 
year's first receipts, officials 
said. A sinking fund will be 
established and improvements 
scheduled against the sales tax 
income. The bonds can be had 
at rate of two per cent, they 
estimate. 

The city board instructed the 
various departments concerned 
to take the necessary steps to 
have the bond issue placed on 
the March ballot for the voters’ 
consideration. 

Pasadena ranks sixth in re¬ 
tail sales activity in the state 
of California, and the new 
street program is calculated to 
keep it in that position or bet¬ 
ter it, they said. 

They noted that the increase 
in land values to be gained by 
new business frontage on the 
proposed streets would benefit 
the city taxwise for the next 
15 years.
